ten a whole volume in praise of that hith- 
erto despised animal. 
According to Mr. 


Darwin, the earth-worm is far more in- 
dustrious and intelligent than the ant, the 
coral insect and the bee; and henceforth 
the moralists will constantly be sending 
us to the earth-worm. 


It appears that the earth-worm, who 


bores his way through the ground by 
swallowing the earth in his path, was the 
original inventor of the system of propel- 
ing vessels by pumping in water at the 
bow and pumping it out again at the 
stern. The amount of work done by the 
worms in excavating the earth is enor- 
mous, but their favorite occupation is 
burying ruined cities. 
It has always

of the object to be buried.

quence, the object sinks slowly into the 
ground, and is covered by the earth 
brought to the surface by the worms, so 
that after a time it totally disappears. 
This is the way in which the ruins of an- 
tiquity have been buried, and although 
the process of burying is such a slow one 
that we. do not notice ^t, our houses are

All the 
materials in the office wore promptly 
seixed by the parties who had furnished 
them on credit. Editors, reporters and 
compositors were left to shift for them- 
selves as best they could. 


Win. B. llazleton, who has—unwitting- 


ly, no doubt—achieved the distinction of 
founding and publishing the shortest- 
lived daily newspaper on record, is a 
young man, but an old journalist, lie was 
actively connected with 
Philadelphia 


newspapers a dozen years ago as publisher 
and editor, failing in both capacities. 
Afterwards he went to Washington and 
subsequently to Baltimore. In the latter 
city he became the managing editor of 
the American, filling the position in a sat- 
isfactory manner. lie meant well in hii 
last venture, but according to all ac- 
counts he put too much faith in promises 
of financial support; he had no capital of 
his own, and the promises made him were 
not fulfilled.—Printers' Circular.

AIIOUT SCHOOL DIKECTOILS.— In for- 


mer years School Directors assumed the 
duties of their office without taking an 
oath.

Sic. 1. ]5e it enacted by the Senate

School Director.

as 76 deg. 15 min., whereas the first ac- 
counts made it 77 deg. 15 min. He states 
that three islands were discovered, and 
that the retreat was made over the ice to 
the Siberian Islands, and thence in boats 
to the Lena delta. 
A final detail which 


he gives adds to the horrors of the reci- 
tal. 
The Jeannette's forefoot, which is 


the timber at the fore extremity of the 
keel upon which the lower end of the 
stem rests, was twisted from the 1st of 
January, 1880, so that the crew were at 
the pumps for eighteen months. 
They 


were drifting in utter helplessness at the 
mercy of the pack, and in a leaking ship. 
When the vessel was finally crushed and 
the agonizing struggle to reach the main- 
land hundreds of miles distant was begun, 
Lieutenant Danenhower himself was blind. 
The compensations for the terrible suffer- 
ings of the crew are meagre indeed. A 
high latitude has not been reached, and 
the three islands which have been discov- 
ered are probably of limited extent, as 
the distance between the Rodgers' fur- 
thest point west of Wrangell Island and 
the scene of the wreck is not very great, 
and Lieutenant Berry saw no indications 
of land in that quarter. The islands, 
which have been named Bennett, Jean- 
nette and Henrietta, are probably an out- 
lying group northeast of the New Siberian 
Islands. Wrangell Island is not mention- 
ed in the dispatches. 
The ship was 


caught in the ice near Herald Island and 
must have drifted far to the north of the 
larger island. 
The.Corwin and Rodgers 


have added in all likelihood more to geo- 
graphical knowledge than the ill-fated 
Jeannette.—fJ. Y. Tribmie.

A single river in this country, 


the Columbia, of Oregon, supplies more 
salmon than all the rivers of the United 
Kingdom put together, the catch in the 
one being estimated at over 1,500,000 a 
season, while it is only 1,000,000 for all 
the latter. Moreover, the Columbia sal- 
mon are larger. 
One fish of eighty-four 


pounds is mentioned that filled sixty-four 
cans. 
The heaviest weight recorded of a 


Scotch salmon is seventy pounds. 
The 


Columli'ia river is only one among the 
many salmon streams of this country, and 
through the operations of Fishery Com- 
missioners salmon have been introduced 
in inaiu streams where thry had not been 
known. 
There is now a loud demand 


abroad for the increase of the salmon 
fisheries there by means of 
artificial 


breeding.—N. Y.Sini.

I 
In the lirst place, wild dogs do not crouch 1 
or spring in this way, but run their game 
down, or surround it and dash at it as a 
domesticated dog goes at a bull. 
The 


wolf, too, which, according to some au- 
thorities is the ancestor of the dog, hunts 
in the >,ime manner, though, with the cun- 
ning which nature teaches, he will often, 
when in pursuit of game too speedy for 
him, lie perdu till the victim comes near 
enough to render a spring or short dash 
pffecth e. The tox, to whom other natu- 
ralists trace back canine descent, pursues 
more e.it-like tactics, and thus supports 
the theory 1 have alluded to—yet it appears 
to me if this pause was the undeveloped 
point, all breeds of dogs would have re- 
tained it equally well, so "long as it was 
only an uneducated instinct, since all dogs 
without doubt sprung from one common 
source,though accident or the influences ' 
of climate and section have since divided 
them into different varieties. 
It is rea- 


sonable to suppose that domestication af- 
fected nearly equally all dogs subjected ' 
to the same influences, and as we have no 
proof that any one race was kept or used 
in manner calculated to make it retain the , 
original instinct longer than others, we 
can hnrdly sec why this should suddenly j 
have come to the surface as soon as needed 
for field work. 
Ancient writers speak of 


"setting spaniels," v>hick were employed 
by netters before guns were used, and 
taught to crouch when they came to birds, 
that the net might be drawn over them. 
It is so well known that acquired habits 
often make so deep an impression upon 
the individual that he will transmit them 
to his descendants, and such dogs might 
easily in time have so taken to the crouch 
associated with the scent of game, that it 
would appear as a natural trait in their 
progen;,. To mere education I think we 
can trace the point of to-day.—London 
Ittiutrnied Sporting and Dramntic News.

that fore- ts exercise a decidedly favorable 
influence on climate and the water supply, 
and this belief is fully sanctioned by the 
results of a series of experiments recently 
made by certain distinguished French 
scientists 
In the last issue of the Aitttr- 


ii-itn Nnt'irnlint Dr. J. M. Anders gives 
an intcrc'ting summing up of the latest 
researches on the subject. 
Forests in- 


fluence tl e atmosphere mainly by their 
effect on its general humidity. 
An evap- 


oration oi' moisture from both earth and 
trees taki s place constantly. The evapo- 
ration is greater from open soil than from 
woodland, but the difference is far more, 
than made up by what is called "transpi- 
ration" o1' leaves of the trees. 
The quan- 


tity of insensible vapor tlmt is given off 
through leaves is immense, amouutirig to 
one and i-quarter ounce to the square 
foot of leaf surface. Painstaking experi- 
ment has enabled those studying the mat- 
ter to make an approximate estimate of 
the comparative amounts of vapor given 
oil' by earth surface and leaf surface. 
They hav calculated that a square foot 
of .soil scls free about six times as much 
moisture is a square foot of leaf. 
The 


leaf hiirf.ice is, however, mniiy times 
greater than the soil surface—twelve 
times gn atcr, the scientists put it—so 
that twit e as much evaporation takes 
place fro n 
forest as from open land. 


When th" wood of the country is cut 
away, the 'efore, other things being equal, 
two-third , of the moisture-giving material 
of the atmosphere is gone with it. Jlence 
the long md fearful droughts on lands 
bare of tries. 
Commenting upon the life 


reviving < xlialation from trees, the Nut- 
unili'tt writer .says . 


"What an harmonious adaptation of 


means to in end does nature exhibit here 
—plant lile atomizing tons and tons of 
watery vapor 'into the surrounding me- 
dium, even during time of drought, and 
this same \apor in turn protecting luxu- 
riant vegetation From the evil conse- 
quences of terrestrial radiation. Moist 
air during winter tends to moderate ex- 
treme cold , during the summer, on tlie 
contrary, it tends to cool the draughts; 
hence forests by moistcring the air in 
summer 
give us cool and 
delightful 


breezes ; mother means by which forests 
affect exti ernes of temperature." 


Forests moisten the air all about them. 


They create abundant dews, and dews 
play no small part part in forwarding 
vegctatioii. 
In the dryest seasons dew 


.still refreshes the parched earth. 
An- 


other benefit, and not the least to be con- 
sidered in our bleak New England cli- 
mate, is the good service belts of wood- 
land do in protecting vegetation from 
.storms anil icy winds. It is very com- 
mon now I'or enlightened farmers in the 
west and northwest to plants dense rows 
of trees and hedges of evergreen along 
the nortlit rn line of their orchards and 
grounds. 
The facts so far ascertained 


with certainty, are themselves, without 
an additional word, a sutlicicnt comment 
on the ruinous folly that lays the ax of 
dcstructio i at the root of our forest trees.

struction of an elaborate clock. 
As de- 


scribed by n reporter of the Xew York 
Titni v, tin- clock stands about nine foet 
high, and 
U incased in an 
elaborately i 


carved cas'j of blick walnut, consisting of, 
|n(i piece i of perfect 
finish. 
Kach of 


these pieces was turned in the mine by 
tlie ontlui Mastic miner with a tool that 
\\ould maku a cabinet maker smile, being 
nothing less than a broken saw file. 


In addition to the 400 turned pieces in 


black walnut, which comprise the frame- 
work of th j clock, it has Gil moving fig- 
ures, actuated by machinery, so deftly ar- 
ranged as to produce interesting histori- 
cal and biblical scenes. It is the inten- 
tion of tlie miner-mechanic to make the 
number of figures a hundred as soon as 
his means, which arc rather limited, shall 
afford sucli nn additional outlay. 


Tlie front of the clock shows three bal- 


conies, rising about a massive and ele- 
gantly caned pedestal and upon these the 
moving figures appear. 
The lower bal- 


cony shov. s a procession of Continental 
soldiers, headed by a mounted general 
and marching past, while the old Liberty 
licll proclaims its welcome notes of free- 
dom. 
A sentinel salutes the Continen- 


tals as thcv pass, and just at the moment 
a door is < pened from an upper balcony 
and reveal, Molly Pitcher, with her can- 
non, 
which she fires with startling and 


realistic effect. 
To show how well the 


maker of the clock has considered the de- 
tails of his handiwork, he has placed n 
small rcvo'ving fan in the clock, to be ac- 
tuated afVr the firing of Molly's cannon 
for the pui pose of clearing out the powder 
smoke. 
Simultaneous with this the por- 


traits of the twenty Presidents of the 
United Stites pass in panoramic view on 
a balcony just above the patriotic tableau, 
of which Jiolly Pitcher is the central fig- 
ure, and Thomas Jefferson holds up the 
Declaration of Independence. The aposto- 
lic procession is similar to those hitherto 
seen in such clocks. 
The Twelve Apos- 


tles file pait, Satan appears, and the cock 
crows in warning to Peter. 
A figure of 


justice raises her scales as the form of 
Christ appears, and during the scene a 
large reptvsentation of Death tells off the 
minutes uiion a bell. When one sees the 
clock, the tools with which it was made, 
and hears the miner's story of how he 
bought thi wood for it bit by bit as he 
could afford from his spare change, he is 
sensibly impressed with human possibili- 
ties. 
The figures used in the biblical and 
i 


historical illustrations were cast by Me- t 
(ilynn in 'iioulds of his own design, and | 
there is \ery little in the entire clock, 
that did not come from his hands.

that it is finished he scarcely knows what 
to do with it.

SiiirriNQ AT SAN FRANCISCO.—A cor- 


respondent of the Tribune, writing from 
San Francisco, under date of December 
18, says: It is a fine sight to see the 
wheat fleet lying at anchor here, or taking 
on cargoes at the wharves. 
There are 


ninety .vessels now in port. They are the 
finest specimens of naval architecture 
aboat, at least among sailing vessels, and 
are of many different types. The hand- 
somest are undoubtedly the oak ships 
lately built in New England. These ves- 
sels have very tall and slender spars and 
long yards, graceful hulls, and a style 
that elicits admiration at sight. No hand- 
somes vessels are overseen here that than 
such ships as the Samaria, the A. J. 
Fuller, the Harvey Mills, and their sis- 
ters from the down-east yards. The 
British iron clippers come next. 
They 


are very seldom of large si/.e. They av- 
erage about 1,100 tons register. 
Along 


with the great ships in port here there 
are seen many smaller ones of Pacific 
coast construction which are as well worth 
looking at as any 
The Pacific coast 


lumber schooner is the most beautiful 
craft of its rig in the whole country. 
The builders have made the evolution of 
this craft a speciality. 
They are as a 


rule keel schooners. 
The fore foot is cut 


away under the water like that of a yacht. 
The fore body is long and sharp, and the 
after body short and full, but with hollow 
water lines. The stern is elliptical and 
broad, and the top sides fall lower from 
amidships away off with a grace, seldom, 
if ever, seen in a schooner on the Atlan- 
tic coast, and not often matched in a 
yacht. 
These schooners are often loaded 


down until the water runs over the deck ; 
but whether light or loaded they make 
remarkably fast trips. With all their 
speed, they have an astonishing amount 
of stability, and they cruise along the 
coast northwards, on the return voyages, 
for lumber, without a pound of ballast or 
freight in them, carrying every yard of 
convas there is in their outfit. 
When 


vessels of this model are put into the 
wheat trade the famous clipper of the 
olden times will certainly be surpassed 
for beauty and possibly for speed. 
There 


arc eight hundred vessels now owned in 
the district of San Francisco, and a ma- 
jority of them are of this class and model.
